100,000 Nazi Troops 
Pocketed in Latviz 
Rre Steadily Pounded 


LONDON, Oct. 30.—(4)—The 
Red Army began a large-scale 
dawn offensive aimed at Budapest 
today, attacking with powerful ar- 
tillery, tank and plane support on 
a wide front 50 miles from the 
Hungarian capital, Berlin an- 
nounced tonight. 

The Moscow communique did 
not mention the offensive, nor an- 
other huge one in western Latvia, 
but announced the capture of a 
number of localities in Czecho- 
slovakia and northeastern MHun- 


gary. 

The Soviet bulletin said Gen. 
Ivan Petrov’s Fourth Ukraine 
Army, which already has conquer- 
ed Ruthenia and is invading Slo- 
vakia to the west, had captured 
10,160 Germans between Friday 
and Sunday, making a 10-day total 
of 21,390. 

Far to the southwest, on the 
Hungarian plains, Berlin said that 
Soviet Marshal Rodion Y. Mali- 
novsky’s Second Ukraine Army al- 
ready had forced the Tisza river 
at many points, breaking across 
the last natural defense line be- 
fore Budapest, by using “un e- 
dented masses of men and ma- 
terial.”

Arnall Brands Dewey ‘Hoover II’,

In the nation, 16,133 cases of 
poliomyelitis were reported up to 
October 14, according to the VU.

The Atlanta real estate man, 
who is taking time out for war, 
has nothing but admiration for the 
war efforts of President Getulo 
Vargas and his Brazilian com- 
patriots. His enthusiasm is espe- 
cially high when discussion arises 
about the Brazilian navy. 

“The Brazilians have done a re- 
markable job of training both offi- 
cers and men,” he said. “Our own

The Germans have been driven 
into a steadily narrowing pocket 
which runs 40 miles along the 
south bank of the Maas. 

Whatever Germans remain, south 
of the Schelde, are constricted in 
a.swampy coastal sector six miles 
long and four miles wide. ° This 
area embraces the Belgian seaside 
towns of Knocke and Heyst, north 
of Brugge, and the Dutch town of 
Sluis. 

In the showdown drive, the Ca- 
nadians seized the Dutch localities 
of Cadzand, Zuidzande and Re- 
tranchement in swift succession, 
and sent battered remnants“of the 
German force reeling west to the 
Belgian coast, where there are no 
cover or defensive positions.

Mississippi 
Session Called 
On Electors’ Bolt 


_ JACKSON, Miss., Oct. 30,—(/) 
Gov. Bailey said tonight an ex- 


traordinary session of the state 
legislature would be called this 
week, probably Wednesday, to 
“amend the state election laws... 
to force presidential electors to 
vote for the presidential nominee 
selected by their party or face au- 
tomatic disqualification,” 

Three of the Democratic elector- 
nominees announced Saturday 
that, if elected, they would cast 
their electoral college votes for 
Sen. Harry F. Byrd, of Virginia. 
They said ‘they believed the elec- 
tion of Roosevelt: and Truman 
“would be inimical to the best in-

In telegrams to state legislators

About October 15 or 16 Chiang 
sent an angry message to .Presi- 
dent Roosevelt demanding Stil- 
well’s dismissal.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—(P)— 
War Mobilization Director James 
F. Byrnes asserted tonight the 
election of Thomas E. Dewey 
“would inevitably delay the win- 
ning of the war.” 

The Republican party in con- 
gress, he said in an address pre- 
pared for an NBC and Blue net- 
work broadcast, cannot be. relied 
u to help bring about a last- 
ing peace. 

Byrnes urged his listeners “not 
to vote for a change in administra- 
tion which would inevitably delay 
the winning of the war and jeop- 
ardize the peace for which our 
boys are fighting and d “ye 

“Whoever heard of taking out 
of the box in the ninth inning of a 
baseball game a winning pitcher 
who is striking out batter after 
batter?” he asked. 

“The Republican candidate may 
honestly believe that in these fate- 
ful hours Dewey could become 
commander in chief and do a bet- 
ter job than the President, but do 
we know that? And do our Allies 
know that? 

“You and I know that Hitler | 
and Hirohito are praying for some- 
thing that will disturb the existing 
unity and harmony of the United 
Nations and you and I know the 
defeat of Roosevelt would revive 
their fading hopes, stiffen their 
opposition and delay the ending 
of the war.” 

Byrnes said that in his opinion 
“there ig little or no possibility of 
the Republican candidate directing 
through his in the congress 
a successful fight for effective 
world-co-operation.” He _ recalled 
that Dewey recently made public

The second reason is that 
juvenile problems would decrease. It has 
been shown that even a vacant lot where 
children can play reduces juvenile delin- 
quency problems in a neighborhood.

We hope the committee will recom- 
mend the parks and that the city will 
proceed immediately to construct them. 
The question of the school children reply- 
ing, ‘‘Where else is there for us to go?” is 
too much for Atlanta to keep on its con- 
science.

Half Truth Plan 
Necessary for Dewey 


It has been charged, by Mr. Dewey, and others, 
that failure of the London economic conference 
in 1933, provided an impetus to the coming of the 


present war. 

Such a statement is not true. There is not here room to discuss 
it, but I refer those intefested to pages 53 and 54 of Mr. Sumner 
Welles’ book “The Time for Decision” in which he took this charge 
to pieces long before Mr. Dewey got around to repeating the old 
charge. As under secretary of state, Mr. Welles was in position to 
know. / 

What may be of interest is to trace, briefly, the really important 
foundations on which the war with Japan was built because it is 
this war around which the ‘Republican candidate throws so much 
emphasis. 

Mr. Dewey brought it to our e@ttention by his mention of the 
disarmament conference, truly a Republican conference as he says. 
He declared it placed upon the Japanese navy “an inferior status.” 

That is true. But like most of Mr. Dewey’s “prosecutor” speeches, 
it is a half truth. It was a Republican agreement. It did place upon 
Japan the inferior ration of 5-5-3. But Mr. Dewey hurried on to 
another charge and there is little wonder why. 

This conference had been the jriumph of Henry Cabot Lodge, 
the Republican who had led the fight to defeat Woodrow Wilson’s 
League of Nations. Lodge’s triumph so infuriated the Japanese 
they demanded compensation. They got it. And in measure over- 
flowing. ' 

The Republican senate accepted the Japanese demands, as did 


‘the equally unimaginative British government of that period, and 


agreed not to add to existing fortifications north of Singapore or 
west of Hawaii. In other words, Japan was handed, by the Re- 
publicans who had defeated Wilson, control of all Chinese waters 
without fear-of future interference. |

Y say the London economic conference failed, and after 
that Mr. Roosevelt showed no leadership in trying to prevent or 
anticipate war.

Democratic senators voted for it better than 2 to 1. But Father 
Coughlan and others of that stripe were against it, and so were the 
Republicans who voted 13 to 9 against it. 

In 1938 Mr. Roosevelt asked for three large battleships to aug- 
ment the fleet. Democrats in the senate voted 2 to 1 for them, the 
Republicans defeated the proposal. 

In 1939, with war near at hand, Republican senators voted for 
a reduction in Army Air Forces. Fortunately the Democrats were 
able to defeat them and support a large increase in our air pre- 
paredness: That same year the Republicans voted, 153 to 15, 
against improving the harbor (fortifications) of Guam.

Optimism 
And Morale 


At 7 o’clock in the morning of 
Friday, Nov. 8, 1918, the German 
envoys arrived at the forest sta- 
tion 52 miles from Paris to ask 
Foch for terms of surrender. In a 
typical German effort to save face, 
they asked for an armistice; but 
they were ready to accept any 
terms, for they were whipped and 
had no choice. 

The war was over; nothing re- 
mained but the formalities of supe 
render, : 


But conferences were necessary; 
and while the great eed a 
men at the battle front continued 
to fight and die. __. : 

Days and nights passed. The 
last conference ended and the 
armistice terms were signed at 5 
o’clock in the morning of Nov. 11. 


Now the war was officially 
ended. The “False Armistice” had 
been \celebrated in America; all 
the world knew the end was near; 
many officers and some enlisted 
men at the front knew what was 
happening and waited anxiously 
for official ‘word of peace. 

But the fighting and dying con- 
tinued. Though the war had ended 
at 5 o'clock, it was agreed that the 
order to cease firing should be 
given six hours later. Delay was 
necessary, for both sides had to 
transmit the order to all fronts. 


But the shelling continued with 
unabated fury, and our troops con- 
tinued to advance, and German 
rearguards fought desperately to 
Hold them back. Many of our boys 
died that morning. Others were 
crippled for life, And the wounded 
were bitter and resentful, for they 
knew their sacrifice had been use- 
less. They had fallen after the 
war was won and ended. 


We should remember these 
things now,.for the boys at the 
front know the story and it affects 
their morale, 

It is human nature to make 
greater effort when triumph is in 
sight. The tired boxer, seeing his 
opponent weaken, feels an exalta- 
tion that seems to double his 
strength. So our boys, when they 
broke out of Normandy, fought 
with a reckless and joyous frenzy 
because they were sure of victory. | 
It wasn’t just another battle won; 
they could sense the beginning of 
the end. There was no stopping 
them. One does not stop a hun- 
gry lion when it smells. meat. 


But the mood changes when 
rumor says the war is won and 
nothing seems to remain except 
the formality of surrender. Boys 
who believe that will say to them- 
selves: “Why should I get myself 
killed if it’s over? There’s no 
sense in dying to win a war that 
is won.” They become cautious, 
and who can blame them? 


Correspondents say the recent 
wave of optimism, spreading from 
America to the front, seriously af- 
fected morale. If our boys are to 
keep doing their utmost, they must 
not be fooled by rumors or given 
the slightest cause to mistrust 
their leaders.

Like every businessman, I must 
constantly wrestle with problems 
of taxation. A businessman’s in- 
terest in politics and ‘political par- 
ties, indeed, can usually be traced 
more directly to his cencern with 
taxes than to any other single 
phase of government. 
sometimes thought that if all 
Americans paid openly those hun- 
dreds of “hidden” taxes—the taxes 
concealed in the price of goods 
and services they purchase—they 
might develop a keener interest in 
government. At the very least 
they would be more conscious of 
the fact that it is.their govern- 
ment, paid for out of their own 
_ ets, and hence subject to their 
orders, 


The busineasman, it should be 
more generally recognized, is the 
real collector of internal revenue. 
Does he own a filling station? 
Then he collects the taxes on gas, 
oil, tires—not only the direct. tax 
inscribed above the pump, but all 
the hidden taxes which have been 
carried. along from the first step 
in bringing oil out of the ground 
or rubber out of the tree. Is the 
businessman a jeweler, 
baker, movie theater owner?

000,000,000 for the federal : 
ment and $10,000,000,000 for the 
state and local governments. |

Our revenue system is archaic, 
haphazard, almost an accidental 
accumulation of imposts. One tax 
after another has n added on 
a piecemeal basis as the govern- 
ment needed new revenues. The 
process of expanding -taxes and 
making them more sharply prog: 
ressive has gone on at an ever- 
accelerated tempo. Even before 
the war the tax rates on individ: 
ual incomes in the higher brack- 
ets were so steep that it — 
didn’t make serse for those af- 
fected to continue their trade of 
job-making. With rates as high 
as 80 per cent, the investor was 
likely to lose even if he won. 


The tax system is to blame that 
existing businesses are in danger 
of succumbing to the first spell of 
bad economic health.

LEYTE, Philippines, Oct. 30.—(UP)—Lt. Joseph Patrick St. John, 
a wry-humored young man from Philadelphia, w 


o escaped from the 


Japanese at Bataan and remained three years in the Philippines, 


came out of hiding today and told 
against overwhelming odds. 

Desperately keeping ahead of 
Jap forces at all times, St. John 
moved from island to island only 
hours ahead, of the enemy to avoid 
surrendering. 

He caught and ate monkeys 
when hungry, washed his teeth by 
rubbing them with sand and was 
brushed so closely by Jap bullets 
that one of them clipped the hair 
from the side of his head. 

St. John’s story began at Clark 
Field where he was a gunner on a 
Flying Fortress with the 14th 
Bombardment Squadron. 


AT BATAAN IN 1941 


He went to Bataan on Christ- 
mas Eve of 1941 and stayed there 
three weeks before being ordered 
to leave on an inter-island boat. 

“Nine hundred of us went by 
boat to Mindanao to the Malabang 
airfield and waited for planes— 
but none ever came,” he related. 

When the Japs came to Minda- 
nao, the U. S. soldiers had only | ; 
three artillery pieces to fight with. 

“The order came for surrender, 
so 12 of us went into the hills,” 
St. John said. 


“All were from our squadron ex- 
cept two P-T boatmen, one of 
whom was Lt. I. D. Richardson, of 
Los Angeles, the only officer from 
Lt. John Bulkeley’s squadron who 
was left in the Philippines when 
Bulkeley took General MacArthur 
out.
